year  1922.  But  these  are  not  the  ohly  bits 
of  history  to  be  .seen.  There  are  historic 
pioneer  farm  buildings  still  standing, 
such  as  the  old  Pollock  and  Tod  home- 
Mead.N  But  they  are  fast  falling!  into  ttm 
sere  and  yellow  leaf.  What  may  outlasi 
them  as  memorials  are  the  trees  they 
-^IJlanted  and  Those  they  spared 

Where  the  strcet^ieets  Old  Cedar  Hill 
Road  the  new  highway-ap  Mount  Douglas 
begins.  Part  of  the  earllM-Mad  is  In  use 
by  the  construction  trucks,  and  alongside 
«f  4t  Is  being  built' the  founda,tion  of  its 
successor,  with  a  pavement  of  stone  to 
insuVe"  its  stability  and  .solidity.  On  the 
right  the  ground  is  low  with  Uncl^cts.  but. 
on  the  left  the  lower  ttanta  ot  Mount 
DouRlas  ri.se  with  ledges  nf  grey  rock, 
open  woods  and  scattered  ferns.  Douglas 
flr,  grand  or  balsani  flr,  yew,  maple,  alder, 
doKwo«d,  cherry  are  am  jiic  the  trees  that 
look  down  upon  the  builders  busy  with 
plckund  shovel  and  axe,  wheelbarrow 
and  t^riick.  The  roadbed  ri.ses  steadily 
and  passes  over  a  .shoulder  of  the  hill 
until  it  ends  at  a  place  where_the  rock 
is  being  blasted  away.  Here  we  can  see

'  Lastly,  beware  of  over-feedmg.  Too 
much  manure  will  JclU  your  plants,  so 
ju.st  Rive  a  little  liquid  manure  — very 
weak-  say,  once  in  twenty  days.

WHEN  you  are  cleaning  and  stphns 
y()iir  t:l;iclii)lu.s  bUTb.S.  yoii  will"  no- 
tice that  aliaclied  to  most  of  them  are  a 
number  of  bulblets.  These  range  bi  siye 
from  a  small  pin's  head  to  a  pea;  a  few 
may  be  even  larger  than  this. 
^  These  bulblets  are  found  round  the 
side  and  near  the  base  of  the  old  bulb. 
Where  for  a  time  the  corm.«i  h!|ve  been 
lying  in  boxes  or  trays,  you  may  find 
quite  a  number  of  baby  bulbs  which  have 
"  become  detached  from  their  parents  and 
are  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the  box. 

If,  at  lifting  time,  each  variety  was 
: labeled  and  placed  in  a  separate  box,  you 
now  have  a  stock  of  young  corms  true  to 
name  or  color.  .    '  - 
For  thie  present,  -the  bulblets  can  be 
'  placed  In  small  paper  bap;s  or  in  small 
boxes — tuis  are  quite  good— and  stored  in 
a  cool,  dry  and  fro8t*proof  place.  But 
they  must  iu)t  be  put' tiway  until  niiile  dry. 

I  Two  methods  are  available  for  growing 
on  these  baby  cormi  in  their  first  year 'of 
sparate  existence.  The  first  of  these 
methods  is,  quite  early  in  the  year,  Jan- 
uary  or  February,  .  to  .sow  ^  the  corms 
tlhinly  in  boxes  or  pans,  well  drained  and 
filled  with  light,  loamy  soil  say  three* 
parts  of  loam  to  one  part  91  flaky  leaf 
mould  ind  sand.

Aids  to  Blooms  on  Pot

F  all  the  beautiful  flowering  plants 
offered  by  florists  this  Christmas 
season,  perhaps  none  is  finer  than 
the  eariy  flowering  or  Christnias-blooju- 
Ing  azaleas,  writes  Bsther  MUlner  in  The 
New  York  Times.  In  their  ma.ss  of  bloom 
and  range  of  colors  ir$iffi  white,  through 
various  tints  of  pink  to  red,-they  are  un- 
rivaled. Their  tieauty  alone  sells  many 
thousands  of  these  plants,  but  they  also 
appeal  to  hiany  flower  lover§  as  well,  be* 
cau^e  they  are  one  of  the.  tew  permanent 
pot  plants. 

"Permanent."  w:;Lh  regard  to  these 
azaleas,  may  mean  either  permanehcy  In 
the  K:udcn  or  for  indoor  use.  The  flori.st 
can  tell  you  whether  or  not  it  is  a  hardy, 
outdoor  variety  suited  to  your  climate. 

But,  whether  it,  is  \.o  be  .set  out  in  your 
garden  in  the  Sprini^  or  merely  to  spend 
the  Stmiiner  QUtdooi*^,  it,  wUi  need  special 
handling  In  the  house  this  Winter  to  keep 
It  vigorous  and  healthy.  Subjected  to  the 
heat  and  dry  air  of  our  modern  living- 
rooms,  afterthe'blooming^  period  of  about 
a*  month  is  over,  the  azalea  will  Rrr^dlially 
.&<»LQme  a  shabby  plant  with  a  few  small 
leaves  ,at  the  ends  of  thin,  bare,  dry 
stems.  Not  even  a  Sumimer  outdoors  will 
restore  It— as  such  treatment  does'  wHh

Vy/INTER  feedinp  of  swine  presents 
W  several  problems  which  are  not  of 
the  same  importance  in  Summer  hog 
l)rpduction,  states  Edward  B.  Eraser,  Divi- 
sion ,of  Animal  Husbandry,  Central  Ex- 
perimental Farm,  Ottawa.  First,  adequate 
housing  accommodation  Is  essential  in 
order  to  f>row  the  piRs  quickly  and.  eco- 
nomically. Second,  suitable  feed  mixtures 
are^  necessary,  and  third,  particular  care, 
mu:;i  be  taken  in  feeding  and  caring  for 
the  pigs. 

The  housing  accommodation  for  Win- 
ter pigs  should  pcovide;dry  and  reason- 
ably warm  sleepinp:  quarters  DrauRhts  " 
must,  be  avc^dt-d  and  the  'bed  should  be 
well  bedded  with .  dry  straw.  Do  hot 
crowd  too  many  piRs  into  a  small  pen, 
but  allow,  sufficient  pen  space  and  trough 
space  so  that  all  can  have  'aii  equal 
chance. 

In  the  feeding  of  the  pigs  a  suitable 
mixture  of  grains  properly  supplemented 
Witt  go  far  In.  keeping  the  pigs  healthy 

and  thrifty  Provide  a  mixture  of  Rrains 
such  as  oals  and  barley,  and  possibly  a 
mill  feed' or  wheat,  and  supplement  with 

milk, 

buttermilk  or  tankage.   Include  with  the 
~^~tneal  mixture  at  the  rat^  of  hne  to  two 
poundl^  per  hundred  a  simple  mineral 

mixture  such  as  equal  paits  iodized  salt,

To  Maintain  Condition 

ROOTS  and  good-quality  legume  hay  -

ing their  knawled^e  and  understanding 
of  the  British  Empire.  Experience  has 
shown  that  this  correspondence  gives  a 
healthy  intercliange  ot  ^iiews  on  occupa- 
tions and  special  Interests  as  well  as  on 
school  matters,  descriptions  of  local  towns 
and  other  nearby  ptacfs.  -Pictures  and 
— d»Bcriptim>s  of  native  animalis  and  Wrds 
are  also  often  given  In  these  letters,  and 
by  this  meaiu|-the  cHlIdren  receive  tuit- 
ion in  its  most  pleasant  form.  In  addi- 
tion, liie  young  correspondents  gaui  a 
'fund  of  information  on  the  mannera  and 
customs  of  the  ditTerent  countries.  Hob- 
bies are  discussed  which  run  the  gamut 
from  nature  study,  movies^  mualc.  read* 
Ing,  games  and  the  colLectionr  of  ^^jamps, 
to  tlie  breeding  of  giant  frogs. 

In  families,  there  is  often  rivalry  among 
the  boys  and  girls  to  see  who  can  write 
the  best  letter  to  a  "pal.  "  and  who  will  be 
.the  hrst  to  receive  an  answer.  Children 
aometimes  grow  impatient  at  the  tongUi 
of  time  required  for  answers  to  letters 
sent  to  the  "down  uiidcr  "  countries. 

The  links  are  usually  between  children 
of  the  ages  of  eleven  to  sixteen  years. 
Word  has  been  received  from  many  parts 
of  the  Empire  that  Canada  is  fi  very 
popular  country,  for  the  knajority  of  the 
young  people  over.seas  a.sk  for  cor- 
res))ondciit5  in  this  Dominion.  Some  of 
the  children  give  as  their  reason  for 
wanting  a  correspondent  that  they  are 
lonely.  This  is  especially  so  lu  rural  dis- 
tricts. One  picturesque  address  reads: 
'  East  Side  of  Ragged  lilands,  Nova 
.  Scotia." 

A  Canadian  student  of  some  sixteen 
years  wlvj  has  had  .two  Correspondents 
abroad  has  asked  to  have  another  one. 
She  might  be  said  to  have  the  missionary 
spirit,  for  she  la  constantly  sending  to  her 
two  correspondents  folders  from  tourist

The  person-to-person 
correspondence  is  prnt; 
sponsible  for  the  continued  success  of  the 
undertaking.
